have once followed the Lord go back into sin, 

I must once again beg you to understand me 
and consider what I have to say. Please accept this 
discussion as a sincere and heartfelt attempt to find 
an answer to a serious problem, not as an effort to 
find fault. I speak from years of concern over those 
who go back, and from years of observation and con- 
sideration as to why they go back. 

Let me repeat that we cannot take comfort because 
the Scriptures foretell today’s spiritual problems, for 
they also foretell that it will be our apathy that 
helps to create this situation. In other words, a large 
part of the responsibility lies directly with the 
Church. If there have been those among us who 
have gone back, then let us ask ourselves not only 
about them, but about ourselves. 

Why were we unable to hold them? 

Why will a man go back? Also, why were we not 
able to keep him from going back? 


(Cine once OUR STUDY of why men who 


I NAME AS THE THIRD REASON that men go 
back: we have led them to dry springs and flicker- 
ing flames. Please hear me through on this matter. 
There are many, many exceptions to this reason that 
I give. In many places where the Pentecostal people 
have been all that they should be, souls have still 
been lost from their ranks; and by no means have 
all Pentecostal congregations failed in their responsi- 
bility. But some have. Far too many have. 

Some time ago a leading American churchman told 
me that the holiness and Pentecostal churches are 

the last hope to keep evangelical faith alive in this 
' day. A great deal of truth is in what he said. We 
came into existence at a time that liberalism and 
modernism were taking the day. Evangelicalism was 
under fire and the true faith of the gospel was about 
to be destroyed. Then the emergence of the holiness 
churches, and the Pentecostal churches from holiness, 
gave a bright new faith in a dark day. Faith sur- 
vived and hope was revived. 

In a day of spiritual coldness we promised warmth. 

In a day of spiritual death we promised life and 
power. 

As a result, many sin-weary souls came into the way. 
They came to Pentecost because of the warmth and 
satisfaction they believed they would find, not be- 
cause we were a fashionable and prestigious group. I 
have seen the delight that comes to some when they 
first hear that old-time faith still lives, that a gospel 
of power is still preached, that the warmth of love 
is still a reality. 


+ But let us ask ourselves; have we kept our prom- 


ise to our generation, or have they come to us for 
refreshment and warmth only to find that our 
streams have gone dry and our flames are flickering? 
Have you seen the disillusionment of those who 
thought they had found Christian love but then dis- 
covered instead the same jealousies and contentions 
that they found in the world and in the worldly 
churches? I have. Have you seen the disappoint- 
ment of those who thought they were coming into 
a group with spiritual power, only to find less power 
in fact and deed than in word and promise? I have. 

Sinners have a right to expect spiritual satisfaction 
in the Church of God. We have a responsibility to sup- 
ply it. If we let the fountains of love dry up, the 
flames of spiritual power go out and the spirit of 
the world creep in, then we have defrauded our 
generation. We gave promise of something better 
than that. 


Sinners have a right to expect a gospei of power, 
not merely entertainment from our pulpits. They 
have a right to expect spiritual fulfillment, not merely 
social pleasure among the saints of God. They have 
a right to expect our ministers to be ardent mes- 
sengers of God, not merely jolly good fellows. They 
have a right to expect a fullness of power and pas- 
sion among us that will lead them on from hunger 
to hunger and glory to glory. When they come to 
Christ in our altars and then fail to find these things, 
though they seldom express it, many of them in dis- 
appointment drift back into their old ways. 

The Holy Ghost baptism is as vital and beneficial 
today as it was when Pentecost first began. Yet, too 
frequently among us Holy Ghost power is so scarce 
that there is no longer the consumming thirst our 
people once had for that experience. This ought not 
to be. The Baptism is still that special empowering 
for service to God. While it does not necessarily 
make men holier Christians, it always makes them 
stronger and more effectual ones. We have an obli- 
gation to retain in our congregations an atmosphere 
of such spiritual depth that those who come among 
us will be led into the deeper spiritual life. They 
need that depth of spirituality to hold them in these 
times. 

Are we really leading our converts into the rich 
depths of Christian living? Our very existence prom- 
ises them this. When we do not live up to that 
promise, far too many of them turn back in dis-

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ORNING TILL MIDNIGHT meditation “in the 
V) law of the Lord” is the believer’s delight in 

an age filled with the noise of doubt, unbe- 
lief, and uncertainty. 

With the dawn of a new day comes the opportunity 
for “delightful meditation”; this makes for a happy, 
satisfied Christian and gives strength and courage 
for the battles that await us on a road yet untraveled. 
The true Christian loves God’s Word, and to love His 
Word completely is to enjoy His spiritual victories. 

In this first Psalm the writer does not stop with 
the negative side—he presents a positive life. 

To delight in the “law of the Lord” is to delight 
in the Lord—in His Word, Ris doctrine, precepts, 
teaching; to live and adore; to receive joy, comfort, 
strength, assurance, hope, and power while musing 
or meditating on His Word. 

A true Christian is more than a reader of God’s 
Word; he studies it and enjoys the deepest of student 
experiences, “meditation.” 

The saint of God studies the Word, having first- 
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hand knowledge of its changing, clarifying, cleansing, 
keeping power. 

To meditate is to receive satisfaction, peace, knowl- 
edge, and wisdom. It brings us near the cross. It im- 
parts to us a desire to resemble, walk, talk, act like 
Christ. Our daily devotions are sweeter, more enjoy- 
able, most sacred. We are stronger for living wit- 
nessing, letting our light shine; more responsible for 
Christian service. We feel worthy, richer in God, more 
empowered to be fruit-bearing Christians, healthier, 
happier more prosperous for God. 

It is through the Word that men are cleansed from 
sin. “All scripture (the Word) is given by inspiration 
of God, and is profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for 
correction, for instruction in righteousness” (2 Timo- 
thy 3:16). 

The Word is spirit and life to those who believe 
and meditate in it day and night. 


Meditation, A Characteristic of the Spiritual Mind 

It is the Christian’s delight to walk with the worthy, 
to stand with the sanctified, and to sit with the 
saints. 

The Christian’s delight is in the “law of the Lord.” 
Every ambition, aspiration, affection, the motives of 
his heart, his every will—all these and more are on the 
side of God and His truth. 

He proudly proclaims publicly and privately that 
the “law of the Lord” is always the rule of life. 

The delight of the Christian is not only to read 
the Word of God to gain knowledge, but he meditates 
on what he has read—he feeds on it; and in so 
doing, he receives “the sincere milk of the word” 
(1 Peter 2:2). 

The delighted Christian studies more than occa- 
sionally: “and in his law doth he meditate day and 
night.” Christian delight is in the “law of the Lord” 
because “Thy word is a lamp unto my feet, and a 
light unto my path” (Psalm 119:105). 

All Christians agree with the psalmist: “How sweet 
are thy words unto my taste! yea, sweeter than 
honey to my mouth” (Psalm 119:103). 

During the day a Christian can use the “law of the 
Lord” as a guidepost to direct him in the way; by 
night he can use it as a pillow to rest his head, for 
God’s Word reveals to him God’s mercy, forgiveness, 
sacrifice, intercession, grace, and strength. 

A Christian delights in God’s Word because of the 
life which it reveals to him and the promises with 
which it cheers him day and night. He delights in the 
Word as he studies it privately and meditates upon it. 
He speaks of it; he considers the strength, power, and 
security of God’s Word. “This book of the law shall 
not depart out of thy mouth; but thou shalt medi- 
tate therein day and night, that thou mayest observe 
to do according to all that is written therein: for then 
thou shalt make thy way prosperous, and then thou 
shalt have good success” (Joshua 1:8). 

As you meditate, pray “Teach me” (Psalm 119: 
33); “Give me understanding” (v. 34); “Make me to 
go in the path of thy commandments; for therein do I 
delight” (v. 35). Then we will say, “O how love I thy 
law! it is my meditation all the day” (v. 97).

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I DON’T WANT to be classed as just standing and gazing in 
the past, because our present and our future work may be impaired 
in so doing. While we stand gazing in the past, present opportunities 
and responsibilities are overlooked and our usefulness is lessened 
to a great degree. Yet, it is only natural to compare the present

with the past and see what we have accomplished. If we become 
biased in our decision, others are affected by that bias. We must 
look carefully and try to see all that has to do with now and all 
that had to do with then. Many of us were a part of then and are 
a part of now, and the findings of our comparison will either chal- 
lenge us or cause us to rejoice. 


People in every generation have to combat the antagonistic forces 
if they are to be overcoming Christians. The world, the flesh, and 
the devil have always been and always will be enemies of right- 
eousness. On the other hand, God, the Holy Spirit and the blood 
of His Son are the immovable things that men may be certain re- 
main the same in every generation. They sustain us in every combat 
with the enemy. It was just as true then as it is now that certain 
things cannot be neglected if we are to keep faith in God, His Word, 
and the Church. To magnify the errors of the flesh and minimize 
the Word and the work of the Spirit is the strategy of the devil, 
now as it was then. How true the Scriptures when they say, “with- 
out faith it is impossible to please God . . . faith cometh by hearing, 
and hearing by the word of God ... this is the victory that over- 
cometh the world, even our faith.” 

Let us reflect a little on conditions then and conditions now. Then 
holiness and Pentecost were not appreciated; many resented the 
word holiness, and some who were traveling under the banner of 
holiness and Pentecost resented government in the Church. They 
felt it cramped their spirit and freedom. Fanaticism dominated 
in some instances because people were not aware of the deception 
of the devil and gave vent to their feeling (Continued on page 8)

of ecstasy to the extreme. And the news of the ex- 
tremities always traveled farther and faster than 
the good that was done. 

As the devil did not like for people to find God 
and get deliverance from their bondage of sin, he 
used every method possible to hinder God’s cause— 
mocking, heckling, criticizing, flogging, jails, loss of 
job. Men even pulled their wives from the altar while 
they were seeking God. Holiness was not popular by 
any means. 

Then when a young person went to the altar for 
prayer, he was marked. When he prayed through, 
many of the other young people shunned him. He 
was full of joy and inspiration though, for his whole 
heart was in his salvation. 

The services were charged with zeal, and the flame 
of Pentecost kept the new convert challenged to a life 
of consecration, prayer and praise. Testimony meet- 
ings were very popular and almost as regular as the 
Sunday School or mid-week prayer meeting. 

Family prayer was a practice of almost every fam- 
ily in the Church. Many were heard great distances 
praying. Some asked the question, “Did those praying 
so loudly think God was deaf?” They did not feel 
as if they had really gotten into their praying un- 
less they gave vent to their feelings and prayed 
loudly. 

A great love existed for the Church and everyone 
had an urge within to attend all of the services. 
Even if you had to drive a mule or horse, or leave 
early and walk, you felt you must be there. There 
existed such zeal and fellowship among the saints 
that it was a joy and pleasure to be together. The 
thrill of Pentecost and a renewed inspiration of the 
fire and zeal sent you away with enthusiasm. 

Church services that were not Pentecostal were 
considered too dry and dull; something was missing. 
That flame of Pentecost that stirs the soul, gives 
you a conviction and makes you determined and 
willing to sacrifice, willing to suffer and to pay the 
price for freedom in the Spirit was the missing ele- 
ment. Shouts of hallelujahs and amens, witnessing 
of the Spirit from hearts filled with joy and the Holy 
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Ghost, and concert prayers were identification marks 
of the Pentecostal church. Also, praying for the sick, 
altar services for the saints for deeper consecration, 
and altar services for the sinner were common. 

The minister did not have the books to read and 
helps to enable him to preach homiletically as much 
so as the ministers do now. But he read the Word 
and sought God for the anointing of the Holy Ghost, 
feeling his dependency upon a greater power to be 
able to combat the opposition that he was facing 
when he entered the pulpit. God anointed and gave 
him boldness to preach the Word in the face of mobs 
and violence. Some felt they could preach better 
“when there was opposition enough to get wind in 
their sails.” 

Many places of worship were burned-out or de- 
lapidated buildings, garages, brush arbors, old tents, 
or any place they could get for services. In some sec- 
tions of the country, revivals were conducted out in 
the open with no roof or enclosure. Few churches 
owned their buildings—no Sunday School rooms. All 
the classes assembled in the church and there was 
plenty of noise. There were no departments in the 
Sunday School. Seats in the churches in many places 
were very crude: sometimes benches with no backs 
to them, nail kegs and boxes, orange crates, just 
about any thing that you could sit on. 


NOW THE CHURCH enjoys a much more friendly 
attitude from the city fathers, from the business and 
professional circles, from the state and national gov- 
ernments, from other churches, from law enforce- 
ment officers, and as a rule from the entire com- 
munity. It is seldom taken to court for disturbing 
the peace, seldom persecuted, seldom called “Holy 
Rollers”; but its ministers are invited to speak at 
luncheons, clubs, banquets, businessmen’s meetings, 
and at other churches and schools. 

Now many of our church buildings are of brick 
or masonry construction; plans are drawn by archi- 
tects, churches are built in good locations, with com- 
fortable pews; Sunday School buildings are constructed 
for departmentalized Sunday Schools. We have min- 

















isters and educational directors with college degrees. 
We also have trained choirs, trained Sunday School 
staffs, associate pastors, and members from among 
the business and professional circles. Now we have 
our own Bible colleges, our own junior colleges of 
liberal arts, and a number of Bible schools. The train- 
ing of young men and women for the advancement 
of the gospel in its holiness and Pentecostal emphasis 
and testimony constantly goes on. The mission en- 
terprise of the Church has reached sixty countries, 
and the greatest opportunity, the greatest challenge 
that ever faced the church, faces us now at home 
and abroad. 


WHICH WAY ARE WE GOING? Are we to relax 
on our Pentecostal conviction as some have done? 
Are we going to become more self-centered, putting 
our own interest ahead of that of the Church? Are 
we going to sell out for prestige as some have done? 
Are we going to lose our Pentecostal identity and 
become lost among the others? Are we failing in 
Pentecostal emphasis, Pentecostal convictions, Pente- 
costal inspiration, Pentecostal attitudes, Pentecostal 
power, Pentecostal results? 

Signs of failing would show in failure -to attend 
revival campaigns, ease in finding excuses for missing 
the services on Sunday, nonsupport of the church, 
disrespect for the church, lost interest in missions, 
no Bible reading, no family or private devotions, no 
time for the church except as it is convenient for 
you. It would be evident in no vision, no inspiration, 
no faith, no joy, no conviction, no testimony. 

Today we meet a more educated populace with a 
more educated ministry, better qualified Sunday 
School workers, better facilities, more forms and 
fashions of religion, with a greater knowledge of the 
weakness of the natural. However, though we have 
greater facilities at our command, the task can be 
accomplished only as we keep faith in God and in 
His Word and rely upon the Holy Spirit. “Not by might, 
nor by power, but by my Spirit saith the Lord of 
Hosts.” 

The flame of Pentecost which convicts the sinner, 
inspires and challenges the Christian, separates the 
light from the darkness, puts a determination within 
the heart that is cleansed by the blood causes one to 
realize that the consequences of Pentecost are more 
than just personal satisfaction, or membership in the

Church. Jesus said, “Wist ye not that I must be about 
my Father’s business.” Too many look for the Church 
to satisfy them, instead of looking to satisfy the 
Church. 

There has never been a day in the Church when 
our ministers were any more qualifid to enlighten their 
audiences with the Word of God, or a day when our 
choirs sang better as far as music is concerned, or 
a day when our Sunday School staffs were as well 
qualified to instruct their classes, or a day when we 
had better facilities to advance the kingdom of God, 
or better opportunities than we have today. Are the 
vision, the conviction, the determination, the courage, 
the will, the consecration, the dedication, equal to the 
opportunity and the challenge? 

When we see how far the Church has come, we 
have reason to thank God and be grateful. There have 
been battles and victories throughout the journey. 
Thus far, the Church has survived the attack of its 
foes in the form of darkness of persecution, storms of 
fanaticism, shores of false doctrine, tides of com- 
promise, splinters of particularism, straits of frus- 
tration; and in its last General Assembly August, 
1960, in Memphis, Tennessee, it reaffirmed its stand 
for holiness of heart, life and practice. 

What do we see ahead—more battles, more victo- 
ries, more revivals; cords lengthened, stakes strength- 
ened; Satan with his subtile and cunning devices 
from his missilies of frustration, indifference, new 
revelations, forms of godliness and the like! But in 
Philippians we find: “God shall supply all your need 
according to his riches in Glory.” There is victory 
through Christ for every conflict, for He is going 
to present the Church without spot or wrinkle; He 
said he would go with us all the way, even to the 
end of the world. 

Prayer, faith and consecration will be needed to 
prepare the vessel for the Master’s use. As the older 
warriors drop the torch, it is taken up by the youth, 
and they are volunteering for service at home and 
abroad. “Onward, like a mighty army, moves the 
Church of God.” To depend on the natural is to fail; 
to do nothing and depend on the supernatural is to 
fail. To prepare the vessel for the Master’s use, we 
must do our best and depend on the supernatural for 
victory. Isaiah said, “Here am I, send me.” And all 
the Church said “AMEN.” The future of the Church 
is as bright as the promises of God.

That Brazil is the church’s gold- 
en opportunity? The land area is 
3,288,000 square miles and the 
country ranks 5th in the world in 
size. The population is 62,725,000, 
and 36 per cent of the people live 
in the cities. The capital city is 
Rio de Janeiro and it has 3,030,- 
000 people. Brazil is situated 4,- 
796 miles from Washington, D. C. 
The chief language is Portuguese 
and the main religion is Roman 
Catholicism. The country is demo- 
cratic in government. The leading 
products are coffee, cotton, sugar 
and cattle. The population is 50 per 
cent illiterate and the life span is 
55 years. Brazil is building a new 
capital in the country’s interior, 
news which is making headlines in 
all leading magazines. 


We now have 61 churches, 1,101 
members, and a total of 38 min- 
isters. Twenty-give dollars per 
month will support a worthy na- 
tive minister. 























OST OF THE new growth 

in our Sunday Schools 

comes through organizing 
new classes and departments. 
These new units should be added 
frequently and as needed or the 
increase in our enrollment each 
year will be small. The choice is 
ours—either enlarge our organiza- 
tion or have little or no enrollment 
and attendance increase. This has 
been demonstrated all over the 
United States in all sizes of Sunday 
Schools. 

In one of the small churches I 
once served there were four adult 
classes, but none of them were 
reaching the young adults in our 
church and community. We began 
a class for young adults in their 
twenties. The enrollment the first 
Sunday was six. At the end of a 
year the enrollment was nineteen. 
This one new class had increased 
the enrollment of our Sunday 
oo by thirteen in one year’s 
ime. 

A Junior superintendent told me 
that before her Sunday School was 
departmentalized there were two 
Junior classes in her Sunday School 
—one for girls and one for boys. 
The combined enrollment of the 
two classes was forty-five. When 
Sunday School was departmental- 
ized, new classes were organized 
and in less than six months the 
Junior Department enrollment was 
sixty-one. The new department 
and classes, within a few months, 
increased the enrollment of the 
Sunday School by sixteen. We must 
continue to enlarge our organiza- 
tion if we want to grow and reach 
people for Christ. 


Why Start a New Class? 


We do not have to wait until a 
class is too large to begin forming 
other classes. When a survey re- 
veals that a certain age is not be- 
ing reached by the present classes 
even though they are not too large, 
you need to start a new class. 

Here is an example. We were 
not reaching the college age young 
people in our church. They were 
enrolled in the Senior High De- 
partment. Somehow they all 
seemed to drop out after gradua- 
tion from high schocl. We made 
a survey of single young people 
eighteen through twenty-one years 
old and discovered about ten not 
being provided for in our Sunday 
School. We began two classes—one 
for college-age boys and one for 
college-age girls. These two classes 
reached these young people and 
others were brought in. 

This situation points out the 
need to organize new units even 
though the existing ones were not 
too large. We not only observed 
the law to “enlarge your organiza- 
tion,” but also the one which says 
better Bible study and class parti- 
cipation and more visitation and 
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personal concern result when class- 
es are divided by sex and age be- 
ginning with the Junior all the way 
through the Adult Departments. 


Why Departmentalize? 

Class Sunday Schools which pro- 
vide one or two classes for each 
age group and have one opening 
assembly for the entire school will 
usually remain small. 


However, when a Sunday School 
is properly departmentalized, the 
classes will grow faster because 
each age group has its own open- 
ing worship geared to meet the 
needs of its pupils. Inactive church 
members are put to work as of- 
ficers and teachers and become 
involved in the Lord’s work. Re- 
sponsibility for pupils is distributed 
and more persons become con- 
cerned about visitation. Depart- 
mentalization develops team work 
among the Sunday School workers 
and keeps the school from becom- 
ing superintendent-centered. 


When should a Sunday School 
departmentalize? Almost every Sun- 
day School should departmentalize, 
especially those above fifty in aver- 
age attendance. Two factors—ade- 
quate space and trained personnel 
—are vitally important in forming 
departments. These will be dis- 
cussed during the next two weeks. 


When to Start a New Unit 


Listed below is a chart to help 
you determine when to start a new 
class and a new department. The 
numbers listed are for enrollment, 
not average attendance. Enroll- 
ment is the determining factor in 
—— a new unit. Attendance 
by > _— when a new unit is 
added. 


Three Neglected Areas 


Two objectives of our Sunday 
School as stated in our Constitu- 
tion are (1) to win the lost to 
Christ, and (2) to teach the Word 
of God. To carry out these aims 
we must reach people throughout 
their entire lives—from birth to 
death. If our Sunday School is not 
ministering to some age group, it 
is a weakness that needs to be 
remedied as soon as possible. 


These neglected areas are the 
Cradle Roll, Nursery, and Exten- 
sion Departments. Every Sunday 
School should have strong depart- 
ments in these areas, with con- 
secrated workers who realize the 
value of one soul. Consult the book 
Convention Leads published by the 
National Sunday School and Youth 
Department for assistance in these 
areas. This book will help you with 
your plans to enlarge your organi- 
zation. 


Organizing to meet the needs of 
the Cradle Roll, Nursery, and Ex- 
tension Departments will not only 
increase the average attendance of 
your Sunday School, but also will 
increase the outreach of your 
church to the lost and unenlisted. 
Enlarging your Sunday School or- 
ganization will truly make it a 
“school of Christ winning the lost.” 


Summertime is upon us and you 
should be making detailed plans for 
the next Sunday School year. Re- 
member, one of the ways to have 
a progressive and growing Sunday 
School is to be constantly watch- 
ing for signs that your Sunday 
School organization needs to be 
enlarged.

personally, I have a _ suggestion 
which I pray will be helpful to 
you. I would like to pass on to 
you a letter that I wrote to a 
Jewish man and his wife this 
morning. In the past I have visited 
and witnessed to Jews in many 
cities and towns, but now it isn’t 
convenient for me to leave my 
home. After I prayed about my 
burden, the Lord led me to write 
personal letters to those whose 
names and addresses I get from 
telephone directories, newspapers, 
magazines, and the like. 

Here is a copy of my letter. You 
may wish to send it to Jewish 
friends near you, or to Jews any- 
where. 

Precious Jewish friends, I 
am enclosing some literature 
which I hope you will find in- 
teresting and helpful. All of us 
need to understand the pur- 
poses of God’s blessings to 
mankind. 


I would like to have any com- 
ments or questions which may 
arise in your mind, for the 
most important thing for Jew 
or Gentile is to know what the 
Word of God says about our 
salvation. 

We worship and serve one 
God, but He has a Son; and 
when God saw that the heart 
of man was evil continually, 
even after the blood of ani- 
mals was shed every year, He 
sent His Son into the world 
to “suffer without the gate (of 
Jerusalem on a cross) to sanc- 
tify the people with his own 
blood” (Hebrews 13:12). 

“For it is not possible that 
the blood of bulls and of goats 
should take away sins” (He- 
brews 10:4). “. . . He taketh 
away the first (law), that he 
may establish the second 
(grace). By the which will we 
are sanctified through the of- 
fering of the body of Jesus 
Christ once for all . . But 
this man (Jesus), after he had 
offered one sacrifice for sins 
for ever, sat down on the right 
hand of God ... For by one 
offering (Himself) he hath 
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perfected for ever them that 
are sanctified” (Hebrews 10:9- 
14). 

“For there is no difference 
between the Jew and the 
Greek: for the same Lord over 
all is rich unto all that call 
upon him. How then shall they 
call on him in whom they have 
not believed? and how shall 
they believe in him of whom 
they have not heard? and how 
shall thy hear without a 
preacher?” (Romans 10:12, 14). 

God is saying today to Is- 
rael “All day long I have 
stretched forth my hands un- 
to a disobedient and gainsay- 





ing (contradicting or denying 
His Son) people” (Romans 10: 
21). 

Oh, dear one, if you do not 
heed and read for yourself now, 
you will learn, when it is too 
late, that the atonement was 
made for you on Calvary’s 
cross, and without the shedding 
of blood there is no remission 
for sin. You must learn that 
“God so loved the world, that 
he gave his only begotten Son, 
that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but 
have everlasting life” (John 3: 
16). 


Remember that God said in 
Genesis 1:26, “Let us (Father, 
Son and Holy Spirit) make man 
in our image, after our like- 
ness.” “In the beginning was 
the Word (Jesus), and the 
Word was with God, and the 
Word was God. And the Word 
was made flesh, and dwelt 
among us .. .” (John 1:1, 14). 
“He that believeth on the Son 
hath everlasting life: and he 
that believeth not the Son shall 
not see life; but the wrath of 
God abideth on him” (John 3: 
36).

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Russia Accused of Anti- 


Semitic Action 


LONDON (EP)—Jews in Russia 
are suffering severe discrimination, 
according to members of the Zion- 
ist Federation of Great Britain 
and Ireland. é 

Dr. S. M. Levenberg, vice presi- 
dent of the organization, said here 
at an annual conference: “We feel 
grave concern at the discrimina- 
tion treatment to which the 3 mil- 
lion-strong Jewish community in 
Russia is subjected. 

“Unlike other indigenous religi- 
ous cults—Russian Orthodox, Bap- 
tists and Moslem—Jews are pre- 
vented from having a nationwide 
ores of religious communi- 
ies. 

“While churches are being re- 
paired and reopened, synagogues 
are being closed,” he said. 


Find 70 More Scrolls 
Near Dead Sea 


JERUSALEM (EP)—An amateur 
archeologist recently drew out of 
a cave near the Dead Sea 70 signi- 
ficant scrolls relating to the period 
of Simon Bar-Kochba, leader of the 
last Jewish revolt against the Ro- 
mans in the second century. 


Vatican Press Upholds 
Private School Status 


VATICAN CITY (EP)—The Vati- 
can City newspaper Osservatore 
Romano has stood behind the con- 
viction of the American Catholic 
clergy by saying that the state 
must not monopolize education 
and private schools must be given 
the same status as state schools. 

“One obviously cannot pay lip 
service to freedom and human 
rights if then these same rights 
are endangered at the root through 
monopolistic trends, more or less 
pronounced in different places, 
which transfer to the state essen- 





tial prerogatives of the individuals 
and families. .. .” 

The issue refers to state aid to 
public schools only as outlined by 
US. President Jo F. Kennedy. 
Parochial schools have been by- 
passed completely in Kennedy’s 
plans to dole out $5.6 million in 
aid to education. 


Nazarenes Choose Favorite 
Hymns 


For the first time in more than 
30 years, a national poll reveals a 
newcomer as the No. 1 favorite 
religious song of a Protestant de- 
nomination. 

First place in a church-wide re- 
ligious song survey completed re- 
cently in the Church of the Naz- 
arene went to “How Great Thou 
Art.” “Old Rugged Cross” was sec- 
ond and “Amazing Grace,” third. 

The other songs among the first 
ten, in order, were: 

“What a Friend We Have in Je- 
sus,” “Victory in Jesus,” “My Won- 
derful Lord,” “Glorious Freedom,” 
“The Love of God,” “I’d Rather 


Have Jesus,” and Beyond the 
Sunset.” 

Four of the top 10 songs, and 29 
of the top 50, were favorites ex- 
clusively among the Nazarenes. 
None of these particular songs ap- 
peared on the list of the top 50 
in the Christian Herald survey con- 
ducted last fall. 

The “big three” among the Naz- 
arene favorites received about 20 
per cent of the total votes cast, 
and the top 10 songs drew about 35 
per cent of the total. 

The Church of the Nazarene, a 
holiness denomination in the Wes- 
leyan tradition, places emphasis 
on congregational singing. 

In the survey, members were in- 
vited to send in three favorite song 
titles. A total of 4,950 members sent 
in 14,757 song titles. A basis list 
of 100 suggested favorites was in- 
cluded with the initial announce- 
ment, but votes were received for 
more than 900 songs. The survey 
was conducted by the Nazarene 
Information Service. (EP) 


Billy Graham Suggests Ship- 
ments of Food to Red China 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla. (EP) 
—Evangelist Billy Graham recent- 
ly stated to newsmen here his 
opinion on the much-debated is- 
sue of sending food to starving 
people in Red China. 

“What a dramatic thing it would 
be if 100 ships could sail from the 
West Coast with stores of our sur- 
plus food,” he said. “We are not 
at war with the people of China 
and this would have a tremendous 
effect. We cannot compromise with 
their ideology, but we should feed 
them when they are hungry.” 





ASSEMBLIES TOTAL MISSIONS GIFTS 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo. (EP)—Mem- 
bers of the Assemblies of God con- 
tributed more than six and one- 
half million dollars to world mis- 
sions in 1960, officials of the or- 
ganization have reported. 


The money was given by 17,286 
churches of the organization, with 
only 347 congregations not parti- 
cipating in the world missions pro- 
gram. The Assemblies of God has 
sponsored foreign missionaries 
through individual contributions 
since it was established in 1914. 


The 1960 figure shows an in- 
crease close to $400,000 over giving 
in 1959. The largest amount, near- 
ly five million dollars, went for the 
support of foreign missionaries 
numbering over 775 and serving in 
70 countries. Over $650,000 was con- 
tributed to the work of approxi- 


mately 300 home missionaries serv- 
ing among American Indians and 
other areas. 

The radio ministry of the de- 
nomination claimed third place in 
priority with close to $500,000 in 
gifts. “Revivaltime,” weekly radio 
broadcast, is heard on 41 foreign 
releases and over 300 stations in 
the United States. Over $300,000 
was given through Speed-the-Light, 
youth missionary project which 
provides transportation, printing, 
and radio facilities. Other projects 
totaled over $230,000. 

Assemblies of God churches 
which gave more than $1,000 to 
missions number 1,291 for 1960. 
Contributions of the 10 top church- 
es in world missions giving, range 
from 28 to 61 thousand dollars each. 
Five of the top 10 are located in 
southern California.
